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Ky Fires Back 
At Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
South Vietnamese Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky told Congress 
In a letter Tuesday that his 
government is trying to hold 
fair elections and needs no 
.lessons in honesty or patriot¬ 
ism from anyone. 

His letter, dated Aug. 21 
and addressed to Speaker 
John W. McCormack and Vice 
President Hubert H. Humph¬ 
rey, plainly was in response to 
charges by some U.S. sena¬ 
tors and representatives that 


the Sept. 3 presidential elec¬ 
tions might be fraudulent. 

The premier deplored criti¬ 
cism not only in the United 
States but from among ci¬ 
vilian Vietnamese candidates 
opposing the ruling military 
regime’s handling of the elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

He acknowledged there 
might be some shortcomings, 
but added: “I can say without 
any doubt in my conscience 
that my government does not 
deserve any lesson in honesty 
and patriotism from any quar¬ 
ter.”

U.K. Wants China Door Ajar

LONDON (UPI) — Britain, 
one of the first western 
powers to recognize mainland 
China after the Communist 
takeover, has reaped nothing 
but woe from the regime of 
Mao Tae-tung. 

★ k ★ 

Neither have other countries 
— Communist, neutral or 
western — derived much 
benefit from the recognition 
of the Communist regime 
since its establishment in 
Peking 18 years ago. 

But despite heavy setbacks, 
climaxed by the ransacking of 
iti mission in tha Chinese 


capital Tuesday, the British 
government has no plans to 
date to sever diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Peking. 

British diplomacy holds that 
contacts, however tenuous, 
should be kept un in the hope 
that one day soon or in the 
distant future the direct chan¬ 
nel leadership may prove 
useful. 

* ★ * 

Britain therefore appears 
determined to keep a* long as 
is possible and feasible a 
“diplomatic foot" in the Chi¬ 
nese door, especially since she 
feels that a country of such 
vastness and importance for 
tha future of international 


affairs should not be allowed 
to remain in total isolation 
from the rest of the worid.

Whether Mao's regime of 
whoever is in control will 
allow diplomatic relations 
with Britian to continue is 
another matter: the signs so 
far are that he will, unless 
affairs get completely out of 
the control of the central 
government. 

When the first post-war 
British Labor government of 
Clement Attlee decided to 
recognize China on Jan. 6, 
1950 against the opposition 
from the United States and 
other NATO allies, it did so on 


the grounds that Mao's re¬ 
gime was in full control of the 
Chinese mainland: in doing so 
Britain did not pronounce on 
the merits of the Communist 
regime.

But relations soon ran into 
trouble. Peking resented Bri¬ 
tain's backing of the United 
States in opposing China's 
admission to the United Na¬ 
tions. 

The plan was for either 
country to establish a full- 
dress embassy in the other. 
But the plan was never 
carried out, China preferring 
to downgrade the representa¬ 
tion to charge d'affairs level.

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Spreading It Thin 

WfHILE CANADA'S Liberal government leans to 
W "univerealism” in its social services programs, 
Britain's Labor government is recognizing flaws in 
this concept and showing signs of moving back in the 
opposite direction. Canada could surely afford to 
take a long, hard look at the British experience. 

The two most important examples of the Pear¬ 
son administration's trend to all-incluslveness of wel¬ 
fare plans are unemployment insurance and medicare. 

It is the government’s, intention, according to 
Ottawa reports, to extend unemployment insurance to 
all workers, which will see about 2,500,000 now-exempt 
persons contributing though many of them—civil ser¬ 
vants, and doctors and lawyers for example—are moat 
unlikely ever to need or receive benefits. 

Similarly if the federal government has Its way 
the medicare plan due to be started next July will be 
of universal application,’ and everyone must pay in 
taxes for this service—no matter how expensive it 
proves to be, no matter how adequate, no matter what 
the individual need. 

The mistake in this principle that has made itself 
evident in the United Kingdom is that the wasteful ; 
co6t of providing services to everyone, whether needed 
or not, is more than the taxation base can adequately 
support, so that the citizens in most need of help can¬ 
not get it in sufficient measures. Universally, it has to 
be spread thin. 

Thus in Britain the government estimates that 
there are a million children living in poverty, and Mr. j 
Hay Gunter, the labor minister, speaks out in favor 
of “selective” increases in social benefits even at the j 
price of a means test. 

“Should family allowance and housing subsidies 
be paid,” he asks, "to those whose financial position 
makes them unnecessary? Or alternatively should not 
the available resources be concentrated on those in . 
the greatest need .. . 

“The means test of the 30s was a tidous, evil 
thing in its application, but I doubt if emotional mem¬ 
ories are really relevant to what is a different world. 

“We are dedicated to the abolition of poverty, 
equality of opportunity and the decent maintenance of i 
our elderly. Is there not a case for concentrating what 
we have available on those in greatest need?” 

Coining from a minister of a welfare-state govern¬ 
ment, those words ought to have an impact in Ottawa. 
If they will have probably depends on whether the 
Liberals are more concerned for votes today or con¬ 
sequences tomorrow. 

Pressing On 

N OT much In a military sense has been heard lately 
from Defence Minister Hellyer, perhaps be¬ 
cause he Is too busy pursuing his bid to succeed Mr. 
Pearson as Liberal leader. But his department is not 
idle nevertheless. 

The unification bill has yet to be finally pro¬ 
claimed but this doesn’t deter defence authorities; 
the merger is being pressed and will soon be a fait 
accompli. 

Major-General Worthington, for instance, back 
from a visit to Canadian troops In Europe, says all 
ranks there are filled with impatience to don the new 
green uniform prescribed as a common dress for all 
servicemen. He wore It himself, somewhat strange 
for a retired officer and suggesting perhaps he was 
doing a bit of modelling. 

It will be surprising If all servicemen are falling 
over themselves in eagerness to ditch the uniform that 
separates sailor from soldier and airman from both. 
Whether they all like it or not, of course, they are 
scheduled to wear it, and no doubt in time will get 
used to it. 

The public itself will likewise grow to accept it, 
even if there was initial resistance to the idea of three- 
in-one servicemen hard to identify. Time changes 
perspective. 

As to identity, a new comprehensive badge has 
been approved which includes in its design a navy 
anchor, army swords and an air force eagle within an 
oval of stylized maple leaves. The contour that nature 
provides for the leaf, much more attractive really, ap¬ 
parently does not find favor. 

Unfortunately for people who like to be able to 
spot the service of a serviceman, a person will have 
to be close in, within about two feet or so, to note the 
details of this unified emblem. And even then he 
won’t be any the wiser unless somebody tells him. 

A pity, actually. It is nice to recognize a sailor, a 
soldier or an airman when one sees him pass by. 

Still to the Fore 

T HE sun may have set on the British Empire, where 
once 'twas said it never did, but the badge of 
this great entity — one whose merits far exceeded its 
demerits — still lingers on. 

It is interesting to note for instance that South 
Africa, now except in sports no longer in the Common¬ 
wealth—the successor to Empire—still includes the 
Union Jack in its national flag. The "Jack” is small 
in size but it is there. 

Like Canada, South Africa is a bilingual country 
with rival racial roots, but this has not impelled it to 
abolish a traditional flag symbol. Prime Minister 
Vorster said recently that South Africans could have 
a new flag if they desired, but so far they have been 
content with the status quo. 

Appropriately Canada has kept the Unipn Jack 
as its Commonwealth flag, although at the recent Com¬ 
monwealth golf tournament held in Victoria it had 
the distinction of being the only one of the five 
countries represented whose flag eschewed any trace 
of the connection. 

This of course was proper enough since the com¬ 
peting teams were identified by their “national” em¬ 
blems, but it was notioeable nevertheless. 

Elsewhere, also, the Union Jack remains to the 
fore. It holds place indeed in one of the state flags of 
the Union to the south, Hawaii, and apparently with¬ 
out offending the sensibilities of the United States. 

The flag that’s braved so many years will ob¬ 
viously not easily be downed.

Priest-Dramatist Depicts Archbishop Charbonneau as Forced into 6 Exile ’ in Victoria 


'•Six months after the end of the asbestos strike, 
Charbonneau was Informed by the Vatican that he must 
resign as archbishop of Montreal. No explanation was given, 
no trial granted him. 

"What I tried to dramatize is that a tragedy like 
Charbonneau 1 * banishment occurred because the people, th# 
government and the church chose political expediency in 
place of truth and Justice. 

"It is not an accusation," the priest said, "but an attempt 
to show how all those parties are involved in the 
condemnation of this man.

Rev. John McDonough, a Toronto Dominican, has written 
a play depicting Roman Catholic authorities — including tha 
lata Pope Piua XU — at forcing the resignation of a contro¬ 
versial Canadian archbishop under pres sura from the then 
Quebec premier, Maurice Du plea si*. 

Central character of the English-language play, set 16 
years ago, is Most Rev. Joseph Charbonneau, who resigned in 
1950 4*- Archbishop of Montreal. He died in Victoria in 
November, 1959, at the age of 67. 

The play, entitled Charbonneau and Le Chef (The Chief 
•u- Mr. Duple*sis), is to be published "sometime next spring," 
by McClelland and Stewart. 

Mr. Dupiessis died in September, 1959. 


During the 1949 strike by 5,000 asbestos workers, the 
Catholic Confederation of Labor, now the Confederation of 
National Trade Unkns, struck five asbestos mining firms in 
the area of Asbestos, Que. The miners sought a 15-cent raise 
in their hourly pay to $1 and a number of fringe benefits. 

The strike was settled with terms broadly favorable to 
the workers. Six months later. Archbishop Charbctmeau 
resigned. 

He had sanctioned church-door collections throughout his 
diocese by union representatives for relief of families of 
strikers in the bitter confrontation. The strike had been 
termed "illegal" by provincial authorities. 

★ * ★ 

In an incident In the play, Archbishop Oiarbcmneau 
preached a sermon denouncing the Dupiessis government's 
use of police force lr, *he strike. 

He says: "There is today a conspiracy on the part of the 
government and foreigo-owned industry to crush the working 
man into a state of economic slavery.” 

Father McDonough says this defence of the strikers 
against "the tyranny of the Dupiessis government and the 
American-owned companies” brought the archbishop Into 
"direct conflict with the government and certain ultra- 
conservative prelate* ... such as Msgr. Georges Oour- 
chesne." Msgr. Oourcheane was archbishop of Rimouaki, 
Que., when he died in 1950. 

★ ★ ★ 

Father McDonough told an interviewer: "Many emissar¬ 
ies were sent to Rome from Quebec to denounce 
Charbonneau. Courchesne sent a memorandum containing 
more than 101 page* of accusation*." 


"What I find scandalous is that a man of great stature 
like Charbonneau is outrageously denied a right to defend 
himself. He is Just ordered to resign.” 

In February, 1950, the Vatican announced that the prelate 
had resigned as archbishop of Montreal and had been 
appointed titular Archbishop of The Bosporus. The reason, as 
reported in the Vatican newspaper Osservatore Romano, 
was because of the condition of his health. 

Archbishop Charbonneau, then 58, had no comment on the 
announcement. For almost a month he had been staying at 
Mount St Mary Nursing Home tor the Aged in Victoria, 
enjoying what Informants termed a good rest. 

He remained as chaplain at Mount St Joseph, known as 
Father Aoe. until his death Nov. 19, 1959. 


Father McDonough, 43, educated at Louvain University, 
Belgium, and Oxford, teaches philosophy at Centennial 
College In suburban Scarborough. 

His play depicts Archbishop Charbonneau'* resignation as 
brought about by Dupiessis because the prelate sided with the 
workers In a bloody, five-month-long asbestos miners' strike 
in Quebec. 

In an interview Tuesday, Father McDonough said he dews 
not see his {day as an attack on the church. 

“I wanted to dramatize and allegorize the significance of 
what took place at that time. 

"Tha people are as much to blame as the civil and 
church authorities in that they re-elected Dupiessis in 1952.” 


Father McDonough said Tuesday: 

... His dismissal can be cited as a classic example of 
Papal Caesarism and Vatican imperialism. 

"After studying the facts and carefully researching the 
background, one Is left with the uneasy feeling that 
Charbonneau was made a scapegoat, not in the name of truth 
but In the name of political expediency.” 

Father McDonough says that although he took dramatic 
licence with the historical material, the story le 
“substantially accurate."

• Unskilled men and women with virtually no previous 
work experience, toe co-called hard core unemployed, are 
ready and willing to work provided they are certain th* boss 
wants them. 

• Police records of the employees beve not resulted in 
tny discipline problems at tha company, with the pilferage 
rate less than at companies where a police record is a bar to 
employment.

"It has to be part of the community, and then finding the 
people for jobs is no problem," Woods said. C. E. Price, 
personnel director at th# firm, reported nearly 5,000 
applicants have asked for the 438 job openings in toe only 
major corporation to start an operation in Watts since the 
August, 1965, riots. 

"The world somehow Just spreads naturally. People know 
when they're not wanted, and they know in our case we want 
them," he said. 

Ninety per cent of the employees have almost no work 
experience, other than odd job*. The average worker has 
lived in Wats tfor about five to six years, has had at least 
three arrests and one felony conviction. 

Because of the newness of toe operation, turnover Is 
relatively high. The firm has hired 690 workers since January 
to keep Its present level of 438. 


• Thousands of minority group workers are immedi¬ 
ately available if job standards are adequate but not 
excessively high. 

• Private enterprise can, with toe use of some 
Imagination, directly help in toe war on poverty by bringing 
Jobe to the disadvantaged communities, but it takes 
government assistance, too. 

Aerojet put up about $1,000,000 for plant and equipment 
and planned to turn out electronic products in line with other 
Aerojet operations. 

It quickly became apparent that the level at 
sophistication needed for such an operation was too high. 

So a search was started, and Aerojet agents started going 
around Washington saying. In effect, "Hey, we've got a 
manufacturing plant and we'll moke just about anything you 
want What do you want?" 

Somebody in the Department of Defence asked, "How 
about tents?”

"We don’t insist they fill in all th# blanks in the em¬ 
ployment chart, since we're not hiring a corporation execu¬ 
tive,” said Price “The thing that counts is performance, 
and that we’re getting.” * 

Ten per cent to 15 per cent of toe work force is almost 
illiterate. Woods said, adding: "But we are doing what other 
corporations should do: look beyond first impressions you get 
when a worker applies for a job. 

“If someone goes to a company with a bandana around 
his head and dirty clothes, the personnel manager isn't going 
to look twice. Usually, we hire him, and the results are very 
good." 

"Training for semi-skilled jobs can be given on the job 
with relatively little difficulty, provided there is Incentive." 


And within weeks, the process was started to prepare the 
company for bidding on a military contract which now totals 
$2,500,000 to provide military tents.

Some wonderful compliments were paid by our visitors to 
the Victoria and Royal Colwood cluba. to those who extended 
hospitality and, last but not least, to the Victoria suns bine 
which shone every minute on two weeks ol play. 

Gerald Mickjem, one of the senior officials of the Royal 
and Ancient Golf Gub. who had been associated with every 
Commonwealth tournament, said thaf "Victoria had caught 
exactly the spirit of tbe event” 

Louis du Pleasls, manager of the South African team, said 
that never In his memory had there been such a talented ctd- 
lection of amateur players as took part in both events. 

Phil Taylor, tbe doyen of professionals in the Victoria area, 
eame out of his retirement to say much the same. 

"There has never been so much amateur talent in depth 
as I have seen in the past two weeks." 

Die quality of the overseas contingent was, of course, 
proved when the scene shifted from Victoria to Colwood. When 
it came to the man-toman battling, it was the Commonwealth 
players who dominated the scene from first to last. 

Three of them tied for the qualifying medal—Bill Britten of 
Australia, Wayne Vollmer of Canada and Comrie du Toil of 
South Africa—and two New Zealanders occupied the entire 
limelight on the last day when Stuart Jones and Ross Murray 
contested the final. 

It was a pity that the majority of the Australian and Brit¬ 
ish players had to go home and miss the amateur, but it Is 
clear that if they had stayed they too would have been fighting 
It out to the end. 

★ * * 

In beating this talented field. Jones, the 42-year-old New 
Zealand merchant, has made himself the supreme amateur 
champion ol 1967. 

Six times winner of the New Zealand amateur, this was 
his first big overseas triumph. But, as his defeated final 
opponent. Ross Murray, said, "Once he gets going in a tourna¬ 
ment there is nothing that can stop him.” 

I have seen a number of Walker Cup matches—including 
the historic one at St. Andrew's when Britain won its one and 
only victory—but I would say that as a spectacle and as a 
finely-fought contest the great U.S.-British event is over¬ 
shadowed by the Commonwealth tournament. 

The Walker Cup is only too often settled before It Is half 
way through, but the Commonwealth with Its round-robin play 
and Its closely-matched teams produces the more thrilling 
finish. 

Another Commonwealth tournament—at Auckland in 1971- 
now seems assured, but the Commonwealth tournament after 
that remains in doubt. 

There are some who feel that the bi-annual World Cup is 
providing amateurs with as much international play as they 
can tackle, but there are others who believe there is a place 
for both, and with that section I concur. 

Amateur golf is historically linked with match play—despite 
the U.S. effort to reverse the trend — and the World Cup is 
Inevitably a stroke-play event that lacks the excitement of 
man-to-man play, and creates friendship barriers because of the 
many tongues spoken by the various competitors. 

The Commonwealth has none of these disadvantages, and 
not only do the players speak the same language, but in their 
approach to the game and to sportsmanship generally, they 
also think alike. 

★ ★ ★ 

One of the disappointments was the uneven showing of the 
Canadian team, both at Victoria and Royal Colwood. 

Rated as pre-championship favorites, the Canadians left 
themselves in difficulties In each of their four matches by 
falling into arrears in the foursome play. 

They would have won the title easily if they had been as 
good in teaming up as the other countries were. 

Some blamed the late arrival of some members of the 
Canadian team, and there is no doubt there was little chance of 
them getting together in practice rounds to give a clue as to 
how they should be paired.

Alberni Inlet tyee fishermen have a new base to operate 
fiT«n this season and it brings Ihem closer to all the favorite 
fishing spots. 

The new China Creek provincial park now In full marina 
operation except for campsites cuts off 10 miles of Alberni 
Inlet boat travel to reach the tyee grounds. 

The Bluffs, one of the favorite spots, is up-Inlet within sight 
of the China Creek Marina and further up and across the Inlet 
is Cous Creek, another popular spot. 

Down inlet, and just around the point from China Creek 
Park is Underwood Cove, one of the big producers of early tyee. 

Down inlet four miles is Franklin River and six miles down 
Inlet and on the other side is the famed Nahmint Bay, where 
Gus Bourling operates his floating Nahmint Lodge. 

At the China Creek mouth, in the recently dredged l>oat 
basin, Port Alberni Marina has opened its new facilities which 
It calls China Creek Marina. Boat rentals, mostly inboard, are 
available and there Is wharfage for $1 a night. 

Herring strip, whole herring and tyee lures are available 
at the marina stare, as well as chocolate bars and pop. 

The Port Alberni Harbor Commission, with planning aid 
from the provincial parks branch, has dredged the river mouth 
and put in a three-car concrete launching ramp. 

MacMillan Bloedel, who gave the 61-acre park to the pro¬ 
vincial parks branch on a timber exchange arrangement, has 
built a new ( 1.1 miles long) road from its main line logging 
road to the parking lot at the water's edge and most of this 
will be paid for by the provincial parks branch. 

The parks branch plans call for a 50-unit camp ground on 
the bench ahove the flats, with an extension if use calls for it.

But despite heavy setbacks, 
climaxed by the ransacking of 
it* mission in the Chinese 


capita] Tuesday, the British 
government has no plans to 
date to sever diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Peking. 

British diplomacy holds that 
contacts, however tenuous, 
should be kept up in the hope 
that one day soon or in the 
distant future the direct chan¬ 
nel leadership may prove 
useful.

When the acting mayor 
learned, earlier in the day, that 
the proposed love-in would 
conflict with a symphony con¬ 
cert scheduled earlier for Bea¬ 
con Hill Park, he cancelled 
permission for the love-in.

Wind Adds to Fire Woes 


ALBERNI — B.C. Foreat 
Service officials here are wor¬ 
ried that a backing southerly 
wind, forecast for today, might 
cause the 5,000-acre Sproat 
Lake Maze to jump its peri¬ 
meter.

They ordered two Martin 
Mars bombers into the air 
Tuesday to douse the fire’s 
boundaries.

OTTAWA (CP)—The planned 
24-hour strike by the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers was 
declared iiiegal Tuesday by the 
public service staff relations 
board. 

The decision by the federal 
agency was not expected to 
affect the strike plana of the 
12 , 000 -member union. 

In the judgment, the board 
said the union may have felt it 
was outside the Public Service 
Staff Relations Act because the 
union was not officially certi¬ 
fied as bargaining agent for the 
postal workers. 

The board said this view was 
a misinterpretation. 

CERTAIN PROCEDURES 

The act permits collective 
bargaining for civil servants 
and lays down certain strike 
procedures, not followed in the 
planned postal strike. The act 
came into effect March 13. 

CUPW has applied for certifi¬ 
cation. but it has not yet been 
granted. 

Eariigr, William Kay, the 
CUPW president, sought to 
bring dissenting member locals 
of his national union back into 
line on the strike. 

Mr. Kay said in an interview 
he had sent a telegram to the 
union's B.C. field officer in an 
effort to bring locals there Into 
line for Friday's 12:01 a.m. 
EDT walkout. 


The sharp retaliatory meas¬ 
ure was - taken following an 
attack on Britain's diplomatic 
mission in Peking Tuesday, in 
which a mob carrying flaming 
torches burned down the British 
charge d'affaires office. 

George Thomson, deputy for¬ 
eign minister, also withdrew 
permission for the Chinese mis¬ 
sions here to operate its diplo¬ 
matic wireless until Britain's 
wireless links with Peking are 
restored. 

TRAVEL BAN 
He clamped a travel ban on 
all members of the Chinese dip- 
1 o m a 11 c mission, restricting 
them to a radius of five miles 
from central London unless the 
foreign office is notified 48 
hours in advance of any trip 
outside that area. 

The foreign office, getting its 
information from friendly diplo¬ 
mats mission* to Robing after 
loss d its own communications 
Tuesday, said Red Guards 
invaded the British office build¬ 
ing. throwing cans of flaming 
gasoline. It said all members of 
toe British staff had been 
reported safe, but that two dip¬ 
lomats and two secretaries had 
been savagely beaten. 

HEATED SESSION 
The latest wave of uncon¬ 
trolled youth violence in the 
Chinese capital coincided with 
a campaign to harass and per¬ 
haps end British rule in Hong 
Kong, more than 1,000 miles to 
the south. 

Thomson outlined the three- 
point retaliation in a heated 20 
minute meeting with Shen Fing, 
Chinese charge d'affaires in 
London. 

SOME MOLESTED 

The Chinese diplomat waS 
summoned to the foreign office 
to receive a strong protest over 
the Peking mob violence which 
destroyed the chancery building 
and caused damage to charge 
d'affaires Donald Hopson's resi¬ 
dence and its contents and 
resulted in molestation of some 
Britons. 

A foreign office * statement 
after the meeting sold there 
waa ao doubt that the attack 
was "deliberately Instigated 
by the Chinese government.” 
Soldiers and police who had 
previously surrounded the 
premises clearly took no action 
to protect the Britons, the state¬ 
ment said. 

The Chinese government, in 
contravention of ail norms of 
diplomatic behavior, "violated 
the immunity of the premises 
and the personal immunity of 
Her Majesty’s government's 
charge d'affaires and members 
of his staff," the statement 
said.

U.K. Wants China Door Ajar

LONDON (UPI) — Britain, 
one of the first western 
powers to recognize mainland 
China after the Communist 
takeover, has reaped nothing 
but woe from the regime of 
Mao Tse-tung.

Neither have other countries 
— Communist, neutral or 
western — derived much 
benefit from the recognition 
of the Communist regime 
since its establishment in 
Peking 18 years ago. 

But despite heavy setback^ 
climaxed by the ransacking of 
its mission in the Chinese 


capital Tuesday, the British 
government his no plans to 
date to sever diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Peking. 

British diplomacy holds that 
contacts, however tenuous, 
should be kept up in the hope 
lhat one day soon or in thd 
distant future the direct chan¬ 
nel leadership may prove 
useful. 

AAA 

Britain therefore appears 
determined to keep as long as 
is possible and feasible a 
"diplomatic fool" in the Chi¬ 
nese door, especially since she 
feels that a country of such 
vastnpss and importance for 
the future of international 


affairs should not be allowed 
to remain in total isolation 
from the rest of the world.

Whether Mao’s regime of 
whoever is in control will 
allow diplomatic relations 
* with Britian to continue is 
another matter: the signs so 
far are that he will, unless 
affaire get completely out of 
the control of the central 
government. 

When the first post-war 
British Labor government of 
Clement Attlee decided to 
recognize China on Jan. 6, 
1950 against the opposition 
from the United States and 
other NATO allies, it did *o oo 


the grounds that Mao's re¬ 
gime was in full control of the 
Cfifiwse mainland: in doing so 
Britain did not pronounce on 
the merits of the Communist 
regime. 

AAA 

But relations soon ran Into 
trouble. Peking resented Bri¬ 
tain's backing of the United 
States in opposing China's 
admission to the United Na¬ 
tions. 

The plan was for either 
country to establish a full- 
dress embassy in the other. 
But the plan was never 
carried out. China preferring 
to downgrade the representa¬ 
tion to charge d’aHairs level. 


Relations warmed slightly 
after the 1954 Far Eastern 
Geneva Conference in which 
Britain's Sir Anthony Eden 
played a key role in the 
ensuing Indochina settlement. 

London and Peking then 
agreed to step up trade and 
appoint ambassadors to their 
respective capitals. Again Pe¬ 
king reneged.

Britain's switch in support 
of China's admission to the 
United Nations, conflicting 
openly with Washington's 
stand, did little to appease the 
Mao regime.
